2. Citations and Explanations 



The subject-matter of claims 1-11 is known from intermediate document (1) WO-A-03/041807 
originating from the same inventors. 

This document (1) was published on 22.05.03 before the date of filing of the present application 
on 11 .11 .03, and filed on 12.1 1 .02 before the priority date of the present application on 
14.11.02, by inventors who are the same as those mentioned in connection with the present 
application. This means that the priority application of 14.1 1.02 is not the first application 
disclosing for the first time any or all of the subject-matter of the present application, but that at 
least some of its subject-matter was disclosed in the above earlier application of 12.1 1 .02 
originating from the same inventjoRe. Consequently the priority must be regarded as invalid 
(within the meaning of Rule 64.1(b)(ii) of the PCT). as far as said subject-matter was already 
disclosed in said document (1), in agreement with the provisions of the Paris Convention 
regulating the rights to priority. 

As a result any subject-matter which was already disclosed in document (1) is regarded as 
being disclosed on 22.05.03 before effective date of filing of the present invention, and may be 
applied to assess novelty and inventive step. 

It is clear from the disclosure in document (1 ) that the whole subject-matter of claim 1 is known 
from said document. The same objections apply to the additional features of claims 2 to 7, 
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The arguments of the Applicant regarding alleged differences in respect of the l<ind of clothing 
which is Qigimed are not convincing. Clearly overalls are disclosed in document (1) and the 
Applicant cannot argue that some overalls would be different from others, since overalls in the 
broadest definition are claimed in present claim 1. 

The same objections apply to the various uses of claims 8 to 1 1 which are also disclosed in the 
same terms in document (1). 
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CLAIMS 

1. New gown, jacket and trousers, suitable as protective clothing against 
biological agents and exhibiting very high level of protection against the 
penetration of liquids and microorganisms, mechanical re3i:>tance 
properties as well as outstanding softneB&, drapeability and comfort, 
characterized in that the material is manufactured by the lamination of an 
inner layer of non-woven polypropylene with an outer layer of 
polyethylene film, the unit weigth ratio between poFypropylene and 
polyethylene ranging from 70:30 to 50:50. 

2. "New gown, jacket and trousers as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that said ratio in unit weigth between polypropyJene and polyethylene 
ranges from 65:35 to 55:45. 

3. New gown^ jacket and trousers as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that the thickness of the material ranges between 270 and 340 microns 
and the unit weigth ranges between 50 and 70 g/m^. 

4. New gown, jacket and trousers as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that the inner layer of nonwoven polypropylene has thickness ranging 
between 240 and 270 microns and unit weigth ranging between 35 and 
45 g^m^ and the outer polyethylene film has a thickness ranging between 
30 and 70 microns and unit weigth ranging between 20 and 30 g/m^. 

5. New gown, jacket and trousers as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that the thickness of the material ranges between 285 and 315 microns 
and the unit weigth ranges between 60.0 and 67.5 g/m^. 

6. New gown^ jacket and trousers as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that the inner layer of nonwoven polypropylene has a thickness ranging 
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between. 245 and 255 microns and unh weigth ranging between 37.5 and 
40.0 g/m* and the outer polyethylene film has a thickness ranging 
between 40 and 60 microns and unit weigth ranging between 22.5 and 
27.5 g/m\ 

7. New gowB, jacket and trousws as claimed in claim 1, wherein the joins 
are made by heat welding. 

8. Use of gown, jacket and trousers as claimed in claim 1, as protective 
clothing against biological agents, that is microorganisms (bacteriae, 
parasites, fungi, viruses), including those which have been genetically 
modified, cell cultures and human endoparaaites, which may be able to 
provoke any infection, allergy or toxicity. 

9. Use as claimed in claim 8, characterized in that said biological agents 
are microorganisms that can be transmitted by blood and body fluids 
(HBV,HCV,HrV). 

10. Use as claimed in claim 8, characterized in that said biological 
agents are the agents responsable for BSE and other TSE. 

11. Use as claimed in claim 8, wherein the biological agent is the 
Bacillus Amhracis. 
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
